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LIBRARY  FUND. 

The  biennial  income  of  $325,700  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
library.  An  item  of  $4,200  which  was  included  to  secure  the  services 
of  the  curator  of  the  Indian  museum  should  be  deducted  to  give  the 
true  support  of  this  division.  During  the  last  ten  or  fifteen  years 
spent  in  the  cramped  quarters  of  the  Capitol  it  was  clear,  even  to 
the  interested  layman,  that  the  work  of  the  library  was  increasing 
rapidly.  Under  the  California  system  of  operation  the  part  played  by 
the  state  is  highly  important.  To  keep  up  with  the  demands  which 
could  in  logic  and  reason  be  placed  upon  the  State  Library  two  things 
were  necessary — more  books  and  a  larger  staff.  Those  inadequate 
rooms  in  the  old  building  were  usually  the  excuse  for  failure  to 
approve  a  more  generous  fund.  And  indeed  that  often  reiterated 
slogan,  "Wait  until  you  are  in  your  new  building,"  held  much  good 
sense.  In  1929  the  library  had  been  enjoying  its  new  home  for  the 
better  part  of  a  year.  The  increase  in  the  fund  approved  by  the 
Budget  Board  was  not  based  upon  a  close  study  of  the  institution 
under  different  conditions,  and  did  not  take  into  account  the  retarda- 
tion of  its  logical  growth  during  the  preceding  decade,  nor  of  the 
possibilities  of  state-wide  service  easily  to  be  justified  on  the  score  both 
of  convenience  and  also  of  economy.  An  arbitrary  percentage  of 
increase  was  allowed. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  fixing  of  the  fund  for  the  years  1931- 
1933  a  careful  investigation  may  be  made  of  the  need  for  substantial 
increases  in  items  for  the  following  purposes:  (1)  Books.  It  is  poor 
economy  for  the  state  to  maintain  this  division  and  withhold  the  few 
additional  thousands  of  dollars  which  would  enable  it  to  provide 
special  books  for  the  students  of  the  whole  state,  thereby  relieving  the 
local  libraries  of  the  burden  of  purchasing  volumes  of  infrequent  -use. 

(2)  Staff.  In  a  new  building,  whether  public  or  private,  it  is  seldom 
that  the  old  staff  is  sufficient.  The  regular  increase  in  the  work,  now 
spread  out  in  rooms  carefully  planned  and  arranged  for  their  several 
purposes,  adds  to  the  difficulty.  Several  additions  to  the  staff  should 
be  made,  so  that  the  public,  both  in  Sacramento  and  throughout  the 
state,  may  have  the   service   the   library  is  so  capable  of  giving. 

(3)  Salary  increases.  The  members  of  the  staff  who  have  borne  the 
heat  and  burden  of  the  day  should  be  rewarded  by  receiving  increases 
in  their  compensation  in  harmony  with  the  salaries  paid  in  other  pro- 
fessional activities  comparable  in  preparation  and  responsibility. 

THE  NEW  HOME. 

Occupancy  of  the  new  building  for  the  biennium  under  considera- 
tion has  been  sufficient  to  prove  the  soundness  of  its  planning  from  a 
professional  library  point  of  view,  and  to  make  sure  the  joy  in  its 
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architectural  beauties.  It  has  proven  itself  well  adapted  to  the  use 
of  books  and  the  accommodation  of  both  staff  and  public.  It  is  so 
arranged  and  constructed  as  to  be  a  pleasant  dwelling  place  in  winter 
and  in  summer.  Visitors,  whether  laymen  or  librarians,  are  alike 
enthusiastic  in  its  praise.  If  it  were  to  be  replanned  immediately  no 
reason  has  been  found  for  making  any  except  the  most  minor  changes 
in  its  arrangement. 

One  of  the  sad  happenings  just  before  the  building  was  occupied 
was  the  sudden  death  of  its  architect,  Charles  Peter  Weeks.  His  fine 
artistic  skill  and  judgment,  and  his  readiness  to  work  with  the  interests 
which  had  to  do  with  the  structures,  resulted  in  the  group  which  now 
graces  the  Capitol  grounds.  It  is  very  pleasant  to  record  the  gift 
by  his  widow  of  his  architectural  library.  Very  fittingly  these  books 
which  knew  his  touch  are  now  housed  in  the  building  he  created,  and 
will  long  be  used  by  members  of  his  craft  in  planning  finer  things. 

A.  L.  A.  MEETS  IN  CALIFORNIA. 

In  1915  the  American  Library  Association  met  in  Berkeley  during 
the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition.  Since  that  date  Cali- 
fornia librarians  have  looked  forward  to  another  visit  from  the  members 
of  the  association.  During  the  last  fifteen  years  much  develop- 
ment has  taken  place  in  the  so-called  California  system.  Our  outstand- 
ing feature  of  library  service  is  to  be  found,  of  course,  in  the  forty-six 
counties  which  have  adopted  this  modern  method  of  book  distribution. 
As  most  of  the  other  states  throughout  the  nation  have  much  the  same 
problem  in  their  villages  and  country  areas  that  confronted  us  in  1909, 
the  eastern  visitors  were  anxious  to  inspect  the  work  in  all  its  phases. 
The  conference  was  held  in  Los  Angeles  late  in  June,  and,  with  an 
attendance  of  over  2100,  was  the  third  largest  in  the  historv  of  the 
A.  L.  A. 

The  librarians  of  the  state  were  united  in  their  effort  to  do  all 
things  possible  to  give  pleasure  to  our  guests  and  to  make  the  conven- 
tion a  success.  Los  Angeles  is  particularly  rich  in  libraries;  the  city, 
the  county,  and  the  Huntington  systems  were  all  inspected  under 
favorable  conditions.  During  the  week  the  Los  Angeles  County 
Library  conducted  four  parties  over  wide  tours  into  different  parts  of 
its  territory.  Few  other  conferences  have  permitted  of  the  same 
variety  of  experience  enjoyed  by  the  members  who  came  to  the  1930 
meeting  and  it  is  pleasant  to  record  that  great  satisfaction  was  openly 
expressed. 

After  the  close  of  the  meeting  in  Los  Angeles  many  of  the  visitors 
took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  see  other  places.  Many  of  them 
paid  a  call  on  the  State  Library,  where  the  new  building  was  a  source 
of  great  interest.  It  was  gratifying  to  librarian  and  staff  that  without 
exception  these  guests  were  warm  in  their  praise  of  this  structure,  its 
arrangements,  its  convenience,  its  finish  ami  its  decorations. 

A  FOREIGN  VENTURE. 

While  the  time  the  librarian  spent  doing  a  library  survey  in  South 
Africa,  Rhodesia  and  Kenya  Colony  was  on  leave  of  absence,  it  seems 
fitting  to  say  a  word  here  about  that  experience.    Library  conditions 
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in  that  great  continent  are  in  no  respect  comparable  to  those  in  the 
United  States.  The  reading  population  down  there  is  very  small,  the 
non-reading  population  very  large,  distances  are  great,  and  funds  for 
this  service  small  and  hard  to  secure.  A  few  of  the  cities  have  fair 
collections,  but  the  arrangement  of  the  work  is  of  an  earlier  age.  The 
Europeans,  as  the  white  people  are  generally  designated,  even  though 
they  were  born  in  Africa,  are  educated  and  intelligent;  they  have 
merely  not  turned  their  attention  intensively  toward  library  problems. 
Under  the  conditions  which  have  prevailed  this  lack  of  interest  is 
readily  understandable. 

The  results  of  the  visit  may  not  be  immediately  discernible.  How- 
ever, the  attention  of  people  and  government  was  for  a  time  focused 
upon  the  subject.  Some  information  about  library  progress  in  other 
countries  was  disseminated.  A  plan,  more  or  less  ideal,  was  drawn  up 
and  approved  by  an  assembly  nationally  representative.  A  library 
association  was  organized,  and  through  its  efforts  the  need  for  better 
libraries  will  be  kept  before  the  public. 

One  can  not  have  such  an  experience  without  being  grateful  for  the 
opportunity  given  him  to  see  something  of  a  far-away  land  and  to 
help  spread  information  about  a  service  in  whose  influence  he  has 
unbounded  faith. 

STATUARY  HALL  COMMISSION. 

This  Commission  consists  of  five  members,  four  of  whom  are 
appointed  by  the  Governor.  The  fifth  member,  the  state  librarian,  is 
named  by  the  act  which  called  the  Commission  into  being.  The  mem- 
bership of  this  body  is  as  follows: 

Judge  John  F.  Davis,  chairman,  San  Francisco. 
Dr.  Herbert  E.  Bolton,  vice  chairman,  Berkeley. 
Miss  Grace  S.  Stoermer,  secretary,  Los  Angeles. 
Mrs.  Frank  A.  Gibson,  Los  Angeles. 
Milton  J.  Ferguson,  Sacramento. 

The  Commission  held  several  meetings  during  the  biennium.  It 
called  to  the  attention  of  sculptors  the  purpose  for  which  it  had  been 
created.  Sketch  models  were  asked  of  seven  artists,  and  were  helpful  in 
determining  what  action  should  be  taken.  After  some  deliberation  the 
Commission  selected  Mr.  Haig  Patigian  of  San  Francisco  to  do  the 
statue  of  Thomas  Starr  King,  and  Mr.  Ettore  Cadorin  of  Santa  Bar- 
bara to  do  that  of  Junipero  Serra.  Both  figures  are  to  be  in  bronze, 
and  as  this  report  is  being  submitted  were  being  cast  at  a  foundry  in  Los 
Angeles.  They  should  be  placed  in  position  in  Statuary  Hall  in  Wash- 
ington by  January  1,  1931. 

Upon  the  completion  of  these  two  figures  and  their  installation  in 
"Washington  no  other  work  will  confront  the  Commission,  and  it  will 
go  out  of  existence.  The  two  Californians  chosen  to  represent  the 
state  in  this  national  assembly  were  selected  by  the  legislature. 

It  is  sad  to  record  that  Judge  Davis,  whose  interest  and  enthusiasm 
in  this  project  knew  no  bounds,  died  in  San  Francisco  on  May  3,  1930. 
His  service  in  behalf  of  the  State  of  California  set  a  standard  of  devo- 
tion which  will  not  soon  be  excelled. 
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STATE  GEOGRAPHIC  BOARD. 

In  December,  1928,  Governor  Young  appointed  a  State  Geographic 
Board  consisting  of  the  following  members:  Tracy  I.  Storer,  Univer- 
sity Farm,  Davis,  chairman;  Arthur  M.  Ellis,  Los  Angeles;  Francis 
Farquhar,  San  Francisco ;  Eleanor  Ilitt,  San  Diego  County  Library ; 
Sarah  E.  McCardle,  Fresno  County  Library.  Since  much  of  the 
work  of  this  Board  was  closely  related  to  some  State  Library  activities, 
the  Board  was  placed  informally  under  our  direction.  The  slight 
expense  for  printing  and  postage  has  been  taken  care  of  from  the 
State  Library  fund.  A  report  from  the  chairman  will  be  found  at 
the  end  of  this  report. 

The  State  Library  wishes  to  record  its  pleasure  in  its  connection  with 
this  Board  and  an  interest  in  its  aims  and  accomplishments. 

A  LIBRARY  CARAVAN. 

One  of  the  activities  of  the  county  librarian  which  has  had  so  great 
an  influence  in  the  development  of  the  work  has  been  her  practice  of 
visiting  every  part  of  the  county.  This  personal  contact,  so  lacking  in 
the  operation  of  traveling  collections,  gives  a  first-hand  knowledge 
upon  which  may  be  built  a  great  structure.  Some  of  the  librarians 
who  have  realized  the  worth  of  such  experience  wondered  if  a  wider 
survey  might  not  benefit  them  individually  and  give  them  facts  which 
would  be  very  useful.  Accordingly,  on  September  23,  1929,  early  in  the 
morning,  four  automobiles  assembled  in  front  of  the  State  Library 
building,  and  set  forth  upon  a  900-mile  trip  into  the  northern  part  of 
the  state.  Twelve  persons  composed  the  starting  party,  whose  personnel 
increased  and  changed  as  the  journey  progressed.  Visits  were  made 
to  Sutter,  Butte,  Plumas,  Lassen,  Modoc,  Siskiyou,  Trinity,  Tehama, 
Glenn,  Colusa  and  Yolo  counties  in  the  order  listed.  Everywhere  the 
caravan  was  received  with  the  utmost  hospitality,  libraries  were 
inspected  and  acquaintance  was  deepened,  all  of  which  will  make  for 
more  effective  service.  This  first  experiment  of  the  kind  should  be 
followed  by  other  trips  into  other  parts  of  the  state,  until  finally 
every  county  librarian,  at  least,  will  know  the  whole  system  from  per- 
sonal visit. 

VISITORS. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  make  record  of  several  interesting  visitors  to  the 
library  during  the  past  two  years. 

Dr.  Norman  F.  Black,  President  of  the  British  Columbia  Library 
Commission,  spent  some  time  with  us  studying  the  California  library 
system  in  anticipation  of  new  library  developments  in  his  own  province. 
He  visited  several  county  libraries  before  returning  home. 

Mme.  Anna  Kravtchenko,  Commissariat  of  Education,  Department 
of  Adult  Education,  Moscow,  Russia,  spent  several  days  at  the  State 
Library  and  visited  many  county  libraries  during  a  trip  to  California. 
She  was  intensely  interested  in  our  library  system  and  proved  to  be  an 
earnest  and  enthusiastic  investigator.  She  has  started  service  on  lines 
similar  to  California's  since  her  return  to  Russia. 

Mathew  M.  Stirling,  librarian  of  the  Public  Library,  Germiston, 
South  Africa,  was  a  visitor  in  August,  1929.  His  interest  in  Cali- 
fornia was  especially  keen  on  account  of  the  recent  survey  of  South 
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African  libraries  made  by  Mr.  Pitt  of  Glasgow  and  Mr.  Ferguson  of 
California. 

Miss  Annika  Mannerheim  of  Sweden  made  all  too  brief  a  visit  in 
the  early  part  of  this  year.  She  had  been  for  a  year  in  an  American 
library  to  secure  experience  in  the  methods  used  in  this  country.  She 
felt  she  could  not  return  to  Sweden  without  seeing  something  of  Cali- 
fornia, and  the  California  library  system. 

Miss  Margaret  Demchevsky,  Library  Organizer  in  the  Ministry  of 
Education  in  Bulgaria,  the  only  trained  librarian  in  that  country, 
spent  several  days  in  Sacramento  during  May  of  this  year.  Her  charm- 
ing personality  no  less  than  her  intelligent  interest  in  California 
library  work  will  make  for  her  a  permanent  place  in  our  memory.  She 
has  a  big  task  before  her  in  developing  library  service  in  Bulgaria. 
That  she  is  equal  to  it  none  of  us  who  met  her  can  doubt. 

I  have  made  mention  here  only  of  those  visitors  who  came  on  definite 
library  missions  from  countries  outside  our  own.  It  would  be  beyond 
the  limits  of  this  report  to  tell  of  the  many  interested  groups  and  indi- 
viduals, both  librarians  and  others,  from  our  own  country  who  have 
been  shown  our  building  and  our  work  during  the  past  two  years.  All 
of  them  have  given  us  pleasure  in  their  interest  in  our  work  and  their 
admiration  for  our  building.  To  those  from  abroad,  however,  we  feel 
we  may  have  given  something  of  value  from  our  experience  and  we 
are  encouraged  in  that  hope  by  the  words  of  Miss  Demchevsky,  who 
in  a  radio  talk  before  leaving  the  state  expressed  herself  so  kindly 
thus:  "And  here  I  would  like  to  render  my  tribute  *  *  *  to  the 
librarians  who  have  laid  aside  their  work  while  they  paused  in  their 
service  to  their  own  people  to  render  the  kindliest  service  I  have  ever 
known  to  me,  the  stranger  within  the  doors.  *    *  * 

"And  last,  but  not  least,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  renewed  cour- 
age this  visit  has  brought  me  to  continue  my  efforts  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  libraries  in  my  own  country."

BOOKS  FOR  THE  BLIND  DEPARTMENT. 

Mabel  K.  (lillis,  in  charge. 

We  have  continued  to  buy  all  the  useful  titles  issued  for  the  blind 
and  have  subscribed  to  new  magazines  as  soon  as  they  have  been 
started.  Notable  among  recent  additions  to  periodical  literature  for  the 
blind  is  the  Reader's  Digest.  The  entire  ink  print  edition  is  put  into 
Braille,  thus  enabling  the  blind  to  secure  some  of  the  most  interesting 
articles  from  the  magazines  and  to  discuss  them  with  their  seeing  friends 
who  have  the  same  material  available.  We  have  a  long  list  of  readers  who 
receive  the  Reader's  Digest  in  turn.   The  price  of  $20  per  year  makes 
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the  purchase  of  many  copies  impossible.  The  first  year  we  subscribed 
for  one  copy  and  were  given  one  copy  each  month  by  a  borrower. 
This  year  we  have  increased  our  subscription  to  two,  making  three 
copies  available  for  lending. 

It  is  impossible  in  this  report  to  mention  all  those  individuals  and 
organizations  who  have  increased  our  collection  for  the  blind  by  their 
generous  gifts  of  books.  Nor  can  we  mention  by  name  those  who 
transcribe  by  hand  so  many  useful  and  enjoyable  books,  which  come  to 
us  through  the  kindness  of  the  various  chapters  of  the  American  Red 
Cross,  the  Women  Volunteers  of  Oakland  and  individual  transcribers. 
The  binding  of  these  hand-copied  books  has  become  a  very  large  part 
of  the  work  of  our  State  Library  repair  department. 

The  Head  of  the  Department  acted  as  chairman  of  the  American 
Library  Association  Committee  on  Work  with  the  Blind  for  1929-1930. 
Both  homo  teachers  have  attended  meetings  of  national  societies  of 
workers  for  the  blind.  Miss  Foley  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Ameri- 
can Association  of  Workers  for  the  Blind  at  Lake  Wawasee,  Indiana, 
in  1929,  and  had  an  important  part  on  the  program.  In  June  of  this 
year  she  attended  the  meeting  of  the  American  Association  of  Instruc- 
tors of  the  Blind  at  Vancouver,  Washington,  again  giving  a  paper  on 
home  teaching. 

News  Notes,  giving  the  report  of  the  Books  for  the  Blind  Depart- 
ment and  the  list  of  books  added,  is  a  reprint  each  quarter  from  News 
Notes  of  California  Libraries.  This  is  sent  to  all  blind  borrowers  and 
to  all  other  libraries  for  the  blind.  Some  other  pieces  of  publicity 
this  bienninm  have  been  :  Ten  radio  talks,  given  by  Miss  Foley  on 
Saturday  afternoons  during  1929,  under  the  title,  " Bringing  Light 
to  the  Seeing";  an  article  on  the  work  of  this  department  written  by 
Miss  Gillis  for  the  United  States  Daily ;  attendance  at  the  State  Fair 
in  September,  1929,  by  Miss  Foley  in  connection  with  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Social  Welfare  to  show  the  assistance  tbe  State  Library  gives 
to  blind  people.

*  CALIFORNIA  DEPARTMENT. 

Eudora  Garoutte,  in  charge. 

During  this  bienninm  much  time  has  been  consumed  in  unpacking, 
arranging  and  putting  into  order  the  large  amount  of  material  which 
had  been  in  storage  for  many  years  due  to  lack  of  space  in  our  previous 
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quarters  in  the  Capitol.  The  availability  of  this  material  has  greatly 
enlarged  the  facilities  of  this  department  in  its  reference  work. 

The  revision  and  interfiling  of  two  parts  of  our  newspaper  index 
previously  in  two  alphabets  was  undertaken  during  this  period  and 
was  completed  after  several  months,  as  the  work  on  it  could  not  be 
continuous.   This  has  made  this  already  valuable  tool  even  more  useful. 

An  inventory  has  been  taken  of  all  rare  California  books  and  of  the 
collection  of  California  fiction.  The  rare  books,  in  early  years  marked 
with  a  white  label,  have  now  been  numbered  and  starred  in  gold, 
adding  much  to  their  appearance  and  bringing  them  into  closer  con- 
formity with  the  rest  of  the  collection. 

California  duplicates,  books,  magazines  and  newspapers  have  been 
carefully  cheeked,  their  listing  lias  been  completed  and  it  has  been 
possible  now  to  arrange  them  so  that  they  are  easily  available. 

Progress  lias  been  made  on  the  mounting  of  pictures,  several  hundred 
unmounted  ones  having  been  placed  on  mounts  and  listed  during  these 
two  years. 

The  maps  have  been  filed  in  the  new  map  cases  and  considerable 
time  has  been  spent  in  improving  the  arrangement  and  putting  the 
collection  into  better  working  order. 

One  of  the  most  important  pieces  of  new  work  is  that  on  the  many 
large  collections  of  pioneer  letters  and  original  manuscripts.  Each 
item  is  placed  in  a  folder  and  three  cards  are  made  for  it — a  collection 
card,  a  chronological  card  and  a  name  card.  These  folders  are  filed 
in  dust-proof  manuscript  boxes,  between  sixty  and  seventy  to  a  box. 
About  six  thousand  items  have  now  been  handled  in  this  manner  and 
no  estimate  can  be  made  as  yet  as  to  how  many  thousand  still  remain 
to  be  processed.    The  system  adopted  is  proving  very  workable. 

The  passage  of  an  old  age  pension  law  for  California  has  brought 
a  daily  Mood  of  letters  to  the  California  Department  for  information 
concerning  citizenship,  age  and  length  of  residence  in  the  state  of 
various  applicants.  This  information  often  can  not  be  found  else- 
where and  must  be  sought  in  the  State  Library  collection  of  great 
registers  of  voters,  the  largest  collection  of  this  material  in  existence. 

Along  the  usual  lines  of  work  many  new  bibliographies  have  been 
compiled  and  a  great  amount  of  research  work  done  for  those  at  a 
distance,  the  desired  information  being  sent  by  mail.  Research  work- 
ers and  writers  in  ever  increasing  numbers  have  made  exhaustive  use 
of  our  resources  at  the  library,  some  returning  many  times  and  others 
pursuing  their  work  continuously  for  several  weeks.

DOCUMENTS  DEPARTMENT. 

Alice  J.  Haines,  in  charge. 

The  department  has  received,  entered  and  filed  47,702  government 
publications,  and  has  distributed  to  libraries  21,927  California  state 
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publications.  Public  Affairs  Information  Service  Bulletin  and  other 
lists  have  been  checked  regularly,  documents  material  requested  and 
much  valuable  material  has  been  received. 

We  are  happy  to  note  the  increased  use  of  the  department  by  read- 
ers and  research  workers  and  their  satisfaction  in  the  special  facilities 
of  the  new  building. 

LAW  AND  LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

Herbert  V.  Clayton,  in  charge. 

When  the  biennium  opened  this  department  was  on  the  move  from 
its  old  quarters  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Capitol  to  its  new  quarters  in 
the  State  Library  Building.  At  that  time  almost  one-third  of  its  book 
collection — a  gradual  accumulation  of  years — was  in  storage  in  boxes 
and  on  shelves  in  the  basement  of  the  new  building  and  was  not  acces- 
sible for  current  use.  Since  then  these  books  have  been  unboxed, 
sorted,  arranged  and  shelved  in  their  proper  places  along  with  the 
remainder  of  our  book  collection.  Subsequently  much  of  our  collec- 
tion that  is  shelved  on  the  ninth  and  tenth  floors  of  the  main  book 
stack  was  shifted  in  order  to  distribute  space  for  future  growth.  Our 
book  collection  is  now  much  more  accessible  than  it  was  two  years  ago. 
It  is  a  joy  to  be  able  to  have  ready  access  to  the  books.

During  the  month  of  January,  1930,  some  thirty-five  hundred  of 
our  leather-bound  books  were  repaired  and  oiled.  We  expect  that 
this  work  will  materially  lengthen  the  life  and  usefulness  of  those 
volumes. 

The  cases  in  the  basement  wherein  are  filed  our  stock  of  legislative 
bills,  resolutions  find  chapters  for  Legislative  reference  use  have  been 
full  and  overflowing  since  before  we  moved  to  the  new  building.  The 
1021  bills  and  resolutions  are  bundled  up  outside  of  the  cases  in  the 
east  room  in  the  basement.  The  1029  bills,  resolutions  and  chapters 
are  on  the  open  shelves  on  the  ninth  floor  of  the  main  book  stack.  In 
order  to  take  care  of  the  present  overflow  and  of  future  growth  the 
capacity  of  the  filing  cases  in  the  east  room  in  the  basement  should  be 
doubled. 

The  amount  of  time  that  must  be  devoted  to  the  checking,  sorting, 
arranging,  entering  and  filing  of  current  receipts  of  unbound  Cali- 
fornia appellate  and  supreme  court  records  and  briefs  is  steadily 
increasing,  as  is  also  the  time  devoted  to  the  preparing  of  the  same  for 
the  bindery.  During  the  biennium  1026-1028  we  prepared  for  the 
bindery  305  volumes  of  California  court  records,  while  during  the 
biennium  of  1928-1930  the  number  was  increased  to  481  volumes,  and 
the  prospect  for  the  biennium  1030-1932  is  for  a  still  larger  number. 

The  current  volumes  of  legal  periodicals  have  been  bound  as  they 
have  been  completed.  There  is  much  material,  however,  that  should 
be  bound  as  soon  as  it  can  be  prepared — notably  the  Ninth  Circuit 
Court  of  Appeals  records  and  briefs  and  a  large  number  of  paper- 
bound  volumes  of  Collecion  legislativa  de  Espana.  There  is  also 
a  large  number  of  volumes  that  need  to  be  rebound. 

When  Miss  Ray  was  connected  with  this  department  she  segregated 
some  seventy-five  of  our  very  early,  rare  and  valuable  law  books,  with 
the  idea  that  the  department  might  sometime  have  a  special  case  with 
a  locked  glass  door  in  which  to  display  them  in  its  reading  room. 
Recently  we  have  added  to  most  of  these  a  lower  binder's  label  bearing 
the  date  of  publication  and  have  arranged  them  in  chronological 
order  according  to  dates  of  publication.  Of  this  collection  there  are 
three  sixteenth  century  publications,  twenty-one  seventeenth  century 
and  thirty-two  eighteenth  century.  One  is  largely  a  facsimile  reprint 
of  a  fifteenth  century  publication.  A  number  of  our  early  English 
law  reports  should  be  transferred  to  this  collection,  which  is  now 
shelved  in  one  of  the  locked  alcoves  in  the  main  book  stack. 

During  the  biennium  the  head  of  this  department  has  devoted  con- 
siderable time  to  the  compilation  of  American  Library  Laws,  which  is 
now  in  the  course  of  publication.  Miss  Ruth  Ferguson  has  ably  assisted 
with  the  work  connected  with  the  publication. 

Miss  Grant  prepared  on  cards  a  chronological  list  of  our  Massa- 
chusetts statutory  material  and  it  is  filed  in  a  logical  place  in  the  card 
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catalog  of  the  department.  It  is  designed  to  facilitate  the  location  of 
early  Massachusetts  statutory  material  and  to  render  unnecessary  the 
purchase  of  additional  items  for  some  of  our  sets  of  the  same — the 
various  sets  being  decidedly  overlapping  as  to  sessions,  etc.,  covered. 

Prior  to  the  1929  session  of  the  legislature  we  prepared  the  usual 
1 '  Handbook  of  Information  for  the  Use  of  the  Members  of  the  California 
Legislature."  Subsequent  thereto  a  card  directory  was  made  of  Cali- 
fornia state  officials,  special  investigating  committees,  governors  of 
other  states  and  territories,  and  of  the  President's  cabinet,  and  this 
directory  has  been  kept  up  to  date. 

The  1929  legislature  made  provision  for  the  legislative  counsel 
bureau  to  handle  the  side-noting  and  indexing  of  the  1929  statutes. 
We  did,  however,  prepare  a  rough  index  on  cards  of  the  1929  chap- 
ters and  resolution  chapters  as  they  were  signed  and  numbered  and 
had  this  for  our  own  use  until  the  bound  volume  appeared. 

Some  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  preparation  of  new  bibliographies 
and  to  the  bringing  of  old  bibliographies  down  to  date.  The  bibli- 
ography on  state  constitutional  conventions  was  revised  and  typed 
and  copies  thereof  were  sent  to  the  members  of  the  state  constitu- 
tional convention  commission.  The  bibliography  on  statutes  and  codes 
was  revised  and  typed  and  copies  thereof  were  sent  to  the  members  of 
the  state  commission  on  the  revision  of  laws. 

We  receive  frequent  telephone  calls  and  other  requests  for  citations 
to  the  various  volumes  and  the  pages  thereof  where  current  California 
cases  are  to  be  found.  Frequently  those  making  such  requests  have 
only  the  title  of  the  case  the  citation  of  which  is  desired.  Prior  to 
1928  we  obtained  this  information  from  the  current  quarterly  cumula- 
tive supplements  to  pari  three  of  Shepard's  "California  Citations."  In 
that  year,  however,  the  quarterly  cumulative  supplements  to  part  three 
were  discontinued.  In  order  to  save  ourselves  the  arduous  and  time- 
killing  labor  of  running  down  eaeli  ease  separately  as  requested  we 
devised  a  card  form  upon  which  eaeli  case  is  entered  from  the  first 
publication  of  it  that  we  receive.  As  the  case  is  later  on  published 
in  other  sets  the  additional  citations  are  noted  on  the  same  card.  Each 
card  also  bears  the  case  number  or  numbers.  Thus  each  card  gives  us 
a  reference  to  all  volumes  in  which  that  particular  case  is  reported, 
and  it  also  gives  us  the  case  numbers  under  which  the  records  and 
briefs  therefor  are  filed. 

Congressional  bills  and  resolutions  are  sorted  and  arranged  -  as 
received  and  are  then  filed  flat  on  open  shelves  on  the  seventh  floor  of 
the  main  book  stack,  where  they  are  readily  accessible  for  current  use. 
At  the  beginning  of  each  Congress  the  bills  of  the  preceding  Congress 
are  tied  in  bundles  and  filed  with  those  of  former  Congresses  on  the 
tenth  floor  of  the  main  book  stack. 

Legislative  bills  are  received  from  a  few  of  the  other  states  during 
their  legislative  sessions,  but  there  is  very  little  demand  for  them  and 
we  do  not  have  the  force  necessary  properly  to  arrange  and  file  them 
so  that  they  are  readily  available.  It  would  probably  be  less  expensive 
and  more  satisfactory  in  the  long  run  to  wire  for  special  bills  as  they 
are  desired  than  to  endeavor  to  sort  and  arrange  them. 

Copy  for  the  article  on  California  appearing  in  the  "Statesman's 
Yearbook"  has  been  revised  annually. 
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Current  files  of  enrolled  bills  of  our  own  legislature  were  kept 
throughout  the  1929  session.  As  enrolled  bills  were  signed  by  the 
Governor  and  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  our  copies  were  marked 
so  as  to  show7  the  chapter  numbers  assigned  and  one  set  was  kept  in 
chapter  number  order.  The  other  set  so  marked  was  bound  in  bill 
number  order  following  the  session.

ORGANIZING  DEPARTMENT. 

Mrs.  May  Dexter  Henshall,  in  charge. 

The  activities  of  the  Library  Organizer  and  the  temporary  Library 
Visitor  have  been  varied.  During  Mr.  Ferguson's  absence  in  South 
Africa,  the  Library  Organizer,  Mrs.  ITenshall,  was  kept  in  the  office 
more  than  had  been  customary  and  Miss  Edith  Gantt  was  employed  to 
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do  much  of  the  visiting.  While  no  county  libraries  have  been  estab- 
lished during  this  biennium,  direct  work  has  been  done  by  visits  in 
five  counties — Calaveras,  Mendocino,  Mono,  Sonoma  and  Yuba — and 
indirect  work  by  written  and  printed  information  in  all  the  others. 
An  appreciable  gain  has  been  made  in  some  instances. 

Nearly  all  counties  with  county  libraries  have  been  visited.

Mrs.  Henshall  has  continued  to  conduct  the  Library  News  Depart- 
ment of  the  Western  Journal  of  Education  and  interesting  articles  on 
timely  subjects  as  well  as  news  items  have  appeared  each  month.  This 
service  has  been  carried  on  continuously  since  1925.  Besides  this 
regular  publicity  work  the  following  articles  have  been  prepared :

Mrs.  Henshall  has  served  on  several  committees  connected  with  her 
work,  such  as  the  Publicity  and  Legislative  committees  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Library  Association,  as  State  Publicity  Chairman  for  the  Amer- 
ican Library  Association  for  1928-1929  and  1929-1930  and  on  the  School 
Library  Committee  of  Los  Angeles  County,  1930.  Her  attendance  at 
conventions  has  meant  a  great  deal  to  the  State  Library  in  the  way 
of  contracts  made  and  information  gathered.  Among  those  meetings 
outside  of  the  library  field  may  be  noted  the  annual  meetings  of  county, 
city  and  district  superintendents  of  schools ;  a  session  of  the  state  con- 
vention of  boards  of  supervisors  of  California  to  hear  discussions  on 
the  county  budget  law;  and  the  meeting  of  the  Northern  District 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  at  Placerville. 

Another  service  performed  by  the  organizer  and  valuable  in  spread- 
ing information  is  attendance  at  exhibits.  This  includes  the  annual 
State  Fair  booth  at  Sacramento  and  during  this  particular  biennium 
covered  also  the  American  Library  Association  exhibit  prepared  by  the 
California  State  Library  for  the  meeting  of  the  National  Conference 
of  Social  Work  at  Oakland,  where  Mrs.  Henshall  was  in  charge. 
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The  course  given  for  one  semester  each  year  at  the  School  of  Libra- 
rianship,  University  of  California,  has  been  continued  by  Mrs.  Hen- 
shall.    This  is  on  library  Laws  and  county  library  administration. 

A  large  collection  of  county  library  pictures  was  transferred  this 
year  from  the  Documents  Department  to  the  Organizing  Department. 
Much  work  has  been  done  on  this  collection  and  assistance  was  given  in 
the  selection  of  pictures  from  which  slides  were  made  on  the  California 
county  library  system  at  the  American  Library  Association  Conference 
in  Los  Angeles. 

During  the  legislative  session  a  great  deal  of  time  is  consumed  in 
watching  bills  relating  to  libraries.  The  daily  histories  and  journals 
are  followed  and  reports  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  librarians  of 
the  state  and  constantly  to  those  especially  concerned. 

Many  letters  and  conferences  relating  to  county  libraries  occupy 
considerable  time  of  the  organizer.  Among  the  conferences  it  is  always 
interesting  to  record  those  with  visitors  from  other  states  and  countries.

Closely  related  to  this  item  is  the  work  done  by  the  organizer  when 
proposed  library  laws  of  other  states  are  occasionally  sent  to  the  State 
Library  for  suggestions  and  criticisms. 

Altogether,  ibis  seems  to  huve  been  a  particularly  profitable  two 
years  in  Die  way  of  publicity  if  not  in  organizing  results.  The  reasons 
for  the  latter  situation  are  complicated  rind  too  lengthy  for  the  scope 
of  I  his  report . 

PERIODICALS  DEPARTMENT.

We  now  receive  currently  112.")  magazines  and  is:}  newspapers,  includ- 
ing 82  dailies  and  101  weeklies.  The  number  of  magazines  shows  a 
decrease  from  the  hist  report 's  figures  due  to  the  fact  that  some  maga- 
zines are  now  recorded  in  other  ways. 

PRINTS  DEPARTMENT. 

Bertha  S.  Taylor,  in  charge. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Prints  Room.  August  15,  1928,  fourteen 
exhibitions  have  been  made  in  the  Prints  Room  and  three  in  the  fifth- 
floor  gallery.  There  were  5326  visitors  recorded — not  including  those 
to  the  fifth-floor  gallery.  During  the  first  few  months  no  record  was 
kept.  Up  to  the  end  of  -June  2565  prints  had  been  cataloged;  56  of 
these,  which  were  very  dirty  and  badly  stained,  have  been  restored. 
Sixteen  talks  on  prints  have  been  given  to  groups  of  people,  seven  of 
which  w»u«'  outside  of  the  library.  A  survey  of  picture  collections  in 
California  libraries  was  made  to  determine  the  number,  kind  and 
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methods  of  administration.  Throe  collections  of  material  for  exhibition 
purposes  were  routed  among  California  libraries — two  on  prints  from 
the  National  Museum  and  one  of  pictorial  biography  from  the  Roose- 
velt Memorial  Association  of  New  York.

The  fact  that  the  biennium  has  seen  the  enrollment  of  1,517  new 
local  borrowers  proves  that  Sacramento  residents  are  appreciating 
and  using  the  new  building. 

The  large  increase  in  circulation  might  be  attributed  to  two  things: 
one,  that  a  large  amount  of  older  material  which,  in  the  old  building, 
was  packed  up  on  account  of  lack  of  space,  is  now  available  for  use; 
the  other,  that  the  State  Prison  at  San  Quentin  is  borrowing  great 
numbers  of  books  for  use  in  its  vocational  training  classes  among  the 
inmates. 

SHIPPING,  PRINTING  AND  PHOTOSTATING  DEPARTMENT. 

William  H.  Lugg,  in  charge. 

Some  important  phases  of  State  Library  work  not  usually  reported 
on  might  well  form  a  statistical  part  of  this  report. 

Our  shipping,  photostat  and  printing  work  is  all  done  under  one 
head.  During  the  past  two  years,  our  incoming  shipments  consisted  of 
21,548  by  parcel  post,  3276  by  express  and  173  by  freight.  The  out- 
going shipments  totaled  30,891  by  parcel  post,  1150  by  express  and  6 
by  freight. 

We  record  our  printing  by  the  number  of  different  copies  of  the 
various  blanks  we  print  on  our  multi-color  press.  During  the  two 
years  we  have  printed  a  total  of  912,047. 

The  photostat  is  used  for  reproducing  short  extracts  from  large 
bound  periodicals  and  material  that  can  not  be  allowed  to  leave  the 
library,  such  as  newspapers  and  rare  books.  Each  exposure  made  with 
the  photostat  is  recorded.  These  amounted  to  3466  for  the  past  two 
years.  Photostatic  copies  are  loaned  when  of  general  interest  and  sold 
to  the  borrower  when  on  a  special  subject  which  might  not  be  used 
again  or  when  the  borrower  needs  them  for  permanent  record. 

SUTRO. 

Helen  M.  Bruner,  in  charge. 

Progress  is  being  made  on  the  cataloging  of  the  Sutro  collection  but 
no  report  can  yet  be  given  on  how  much  still  remains  to  be  done.  The 
exhibit  from  the  Sutro  Branch  at  the  Golden  Gate  Park  Museum  in 
the  Pen  Women's  Book  Fair  attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention. 
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Hundreds  of  unpublished  records  of  the  D.  A.  R.  are  on  file  at  the  • 
Sutro  Branch,  giving  us  access  to  information  concerning  the  ancestry 
of  many  California  families.    Miss  Bruner  as  Chairman  of  Publica-  ^ 
tions  for  the  D.  A.  R.  is  to  be  complimented  on  the  printed  volume  of 
such  records  issued  this  spring.    She  compiled  this  and  saw  it  through 
the  press. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library  for  the  continued 
courtesy  of  the  use  of  more  than  a  full  floor  of  its  stack,  and  for  desk 
room  in  the1  Catalog  Department  and  the  Reference  Room.  The  spirit 
of  cooperation  shown  by  Mr.  Rea  and  his  staff  and  the  generosity  of  the 
Library  Board  in  providing  these  quarters  are  greatly  appreciated. 

A  PERSONAL  WORD. 

Two  years  ago  in  a  paragraph  "to  my  associates"  I  tried  to  express 
my  feeling  find  gratitude  to  the  librarians  of  California  for  their  splen- 
did support  and  cordial  friendship.  Then  I  was  leaving,  temporarily, 
on  a  mission  into  a  distant  country,  and  expected  to  come  back  to  the 
old  paths  wherein  my  feet  had  found  such  pleasant  going.  Now,  I 
am  about  to  depart  to  take  up  permanent  duties  elsewhere.  This  report 
is  a  last  official  act  at  the  end  of  twenty -three  years  of  service  in  Cali- 
fornia. During  that  time  many  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  work; 
librarians  have  come,  some  have  moved  on  to  other  places,  and  many 
have  made  themselves  a  part  of  the  structure  which  always  produces 
a  feeling  of  pride  in  the  heart  of  everyone  privileged  to  have  shared 
in  its  building.  Strong  friendships,  lay  and  professional,  have  been 
welded  during  the  years;  friendships  which,  it  is  believed,  mere  dis- 
tance will  not  break.  Few  occupations  can  pay  a  better  dividend,  and 
in  a  coin  that  so  little  tarnishes  by  time. 

The  members  of  my  own  staff,  I  want  it  to  be  known,  have  worked 
with  me  in  a  spirit  of  loyalty  and  harmony  unsurpassable.  They  have 
shown  commendable  interest  in  the  duties  which  occupied  their  hands 
and  their  heads.  They  have  responded,  always,  to  public  demand  with 
intelligence,  interest  and  courtesy,  which  have  done  much  to  build  up 
the  State  Library's  reputation  for  excellent  service  cheerfully  given. 
In  all  these  years,  1  have  yet  to  Jearn  of  a  patron  for  whom  every 
effort  was  not  made,  be  he  high  official  or  dusty  wayfayer.  Many  men 
and  women  of  California  have  come  upon  the  staff  in  their  teens,  and 
have  found  the  library  a  fair  substitute  for  the  college  they  could  not 
attend.  In  the  course  of  events  most  of  them  have  gone  into  other 
fields  where  they  are  acquitting  themselves  creditably.  Others  have 
remained,  and  serve  well  and  faithfully.  I  trust  that  all,  beginners 
and  veterans  alike,  may  long  continue  in  this  occupation  which  has 
given  them  knowledge  of  joy  in  service.  Particularly,  my  good  wishes 
go  out  to  my  assistant,  my  secretary  and  to  heads  of  departments, 
whose  steadfast  support  and  sympathy  made  all  accomplishments 
doubly  satisfactory. 

In  California,  fortunately,  the  librarians  stand  in  a  compact  pro- 
fessional body.  I  have  felt,  always,  that  whatever  particular  phase  of 
the  work  engaged  their  attention  they  are  all  working  shoulder  to 
shoulder  in  behalf  of  better  tilings  for  the  people  of  the  state.  When 
duty  has  called,  whether  in  town  or  country,  they  have  responded  with 
great  zeal,  courage  and  intelligence.   It  has  been  my  constant  desire  to 
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make  the  State  Library  a  factor  in  their  plans,  to  place  its  resources 
at  the  call  of  all  librarians  whether  they  serve  municipalities,  counties, 
special  groups  or  schools  and  colleges. 

If  any  part  of  the  state  organization  may  be  said  to  have  been  some- 
what closer  to  me  than  another,  it  must,  of  course,  be  the  county 
librarians.  As  the  newer  members  of  the  big  library  family  they  have 
naturally  enjoyed  the  fruits  of  juniority.  Their  friendliness,  so  indel- 
ibly expressed  at  a  breakfast  during  the  American  Library  Associa- 
tion conference  at  Los  Angeles,  in  the  form  of  an  inscribed  copy  of 
Dr.  Melville  Best  Anderson's  translation  of  Dante  so  splendidly 
printed  by  Dr.  John  Henry  Nash,  became  a  crown  to  my  satisfaction  in 
service  in  California.  Words  in  any  dictionary  at  my  command  seem 
weak  to  voice  my  thanks — for  the  beautiful  volumes  and  more  espe- 
cially for  the  sentiment  of  their  giving. 

We  all  realize  that  the  main  consideration  in  any  public  service  is 
the  quality  and  continuity  of  that  effort  and  not  its  personal  pawns. 
Sometimes,  human  nuture  being  what  it  is,  we  are  constrained  to  place 
higher  values  on  our  individual  parts  in  the  great  drama.  Fortunately 
things  go  on,  the  great  audience  little  noting  the  comings  and  goings 
of  the  actors.  In  California  those  in  position  to  see  are  convinced 
that  library  work  is  unquestionably  moving  steadily  to  more  creditable 
and  fuller  participation  in  the  cultural,  practical  and  recreational 
life  of  "the  people.  To  have  been  a  part  of  this  movement,  to  have  been 
associated  with  the  librarians  and  the  state  officials,  to  have  been  a 
part  of  clubs  of  several  kinds,  to  have  served  the  citizenry  of  Cali- 
fornia— these  privileges  are  not  to  be  forgot.

Statutes  1911)  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  G.  A  commission  is  hereby  created  to  be  known  as  the  board  of  library 
examiners,  consisting  of  the  state  librarian,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  chairman 
of  the  said  board,  the  librarian  of  the  public  library  of  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco,  and  the  librarian  of  the  Los  Angeles  public  library. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  establishment  of  a  count}'  free  library,  the  board  of 
supervisors  shall  appoint  a  county  librarian,  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term 
of  four  years,  subject  to  prior  removal  for  cause,  after  a  hearing  by  said 
board.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  county  librarian  unless, 
prior  to  his  appointment,  he  has  received  from  the  board  of  library  examiners 
a  certificate  of  qualification  for  the  office.  At  the  time  of  his  appointment, 
the  county  librarian  need  not  be  a  resident  of  the  county  nor  a  citizen  of  the 
State  of  California. 

Examinations. 

Two  examinations  have  been  held  this  biennium :  1.  Los  Angeles, 
June  10,  and  Sacramento,  June  15,  1929 ;  2.  Los  Angeles,  May  24,  and 
Sacramento,  May  29,  1930. 

Twenty-seven  candidates  took  the  examinations  and  fifteen  passed. 

Three  life  certificates  were  granted.

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REPORT  OF  STATE  GEOGRAPHIC  BOARD 

The  California  State  Geographic  Board  was  appointed  by  Governor 
G.  C.  Young  on  December  13,  1928. 

It  is  the  function  of  a  geographic  board  to  supervise  the  selection  of 
new  place  names,  to  pass  upon  the  merits  of  proposed  names,  to  rectify, 
where  possible,  errors  in  existing  nomenclature,  to  determine  and  record 
the  significance  (origin)  of  place  names,  and  to  prepare  and  publish 
catalogs  and  gazetteers. 

Having  no  funds  to  defray  transportation  costs  of  members  it  has 
been  impossible  to  assemble  the  Board  for  a  meeting.  Most  of  the  work 
to  date  has  been  carried  on  by  correspondence.  It  has  been  possible 
for  the  chairman,  incidental  to  other  business,  to  meet  individually 
with  the  members  of  the  Board  and  brief  discussions  of  program  and 
policy  have  been  had  in  this  way.  It  is  earnestly  desired  that  one  or 
two  meetings  of  the  entire  Board  be  held  each  biennium,  so  that  the 
work  may  be  planned  more  effectively  and  concertedly. 

To  date  the  following  activities  have  been  initiated: 

(1)  A  superficial  surrey  of  the  map  resources  pertaining  to  Cali- 
fornia. This  consists  of  a  hurried  analysis  of  the  map  materials  con- 
tained in  libraries  in  California  and  elsewhere.  At  the  present  time 
there  exists  no  adequate  bibliography  of  maps  of  California.  Libraries 
have  no  means  of  identifying  adequately  the  maps  in  their  col- 
lections or  of  knowing  the  identity  of  maps  offered  for  sale 
through  the  trade.  Historical  students  have  no  way  of  deter- 
mining the  basis  or  sequence  of  maps  relating  to  the  state  save 
by  laborious  individual  research  or  correspondence.  There  is  need 
for  a  comprehensive  analytical  bibliography  of  California  maps  from 
the  earliest  times  down  to  the  present.  Such  a  bibliography  is  indis- 
pensable to  the  activities  of  the  board  in  determining  the  origin  and 
application  of  many  place  names.  No  one  library  has  anywhere  near 
a  complete  collection  of  the  maps  pertaining  to  California  and  such  a 
bibliography  ean  only  be  prepared  by  a  trained  librarian  able  to  visit 
the  principal  public  and  institutional  libraries  and  some  of  the  private 
collections  in  the  state  as  well  as  a  few  of  the  large  institutional  col- 
lections in  the  central  and  eastern  states. 

(2)  Decisions  regarding  proposed  new  place  names.  The  California 
Board  has,  by  correspondence,  passed  upon  the  merits  of  several  pro- 
posals and  made  recommendations  to  the  United  States  Geographic 
Board  for  the  guidance  of  the  latter  in  usage  on  maps  issued  by  the 
Federal  government.  Numerous  local  proposals  with  regard  to  place 
name  designation  are  being  made,  independently  of  the  California 
Board,  but  it  is  hoped,  as  our  activities  become  better  known,  these 
will  be  referred  to  the  Board  for  consideration  before  being  made 
public. 

(3)  Determination  of  place  name  meanings.  The  sources  of  many 
place  names  are  known  and  several  books  and  lists  have  been  pub- 
lished by  independent  authors.  An  excellent  list  of  place  names  of 
the  Sierra  Nevada,  based  on  voluminous  independent  research,  was 
prepared  and  published  by  Mr.  Farquhar,  one  of  our  members,  before 
the  establishment  of  the  Board.  Other  similar  local  studies  are  in 
progress  and  some  of  these  are  being  done  in  cooperation  with  the 
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Board.  Still  others  are  needed.  Some  of  the  data  relating  to  origins 
are  on  record,  but  much  is  known  only  to  the  older  local  residents.  To 
garner  as  much  of  this  information  as  possible  a  card  form  has  been 
prepared  and  distributed,  through  the  State  Library  and  the  County 
Libraries  and  directly  through  interested  citizens.  Several  thousand 
of  these  cards  have  been  distributed  and  returns  have  been  received 
from  numerous  individuals.  These  cards  will  eventually  be  filed  for 
public  reference  use  in  the  California  Department  of  the  State  Library. 

(4)  Place  name  index  and  gazetteer.  Prior  to  the  establishment  of 
the  Board,  the  present  chairman  had  begun  the  preparation  of  a 
gazetteer,  in  card  catalog  form.  This  is  being  added  to  incidentally, 
as  time  and  opportunity  permit.  Completion  is  unlikely  under  pres- 
ent auspices  due  to  lack  of  time.  Librarians  and  geographical,  historical 
and  biological  students  at  present  are  forced  to  spend  much  time  in 
running  down  place  names,  historical  or  modern,  in  connection  with 
their  respective  duties.  The  other  activities  of  this  Board  are  seri- 
ously hampered  by  the  lack  of  a  state-wide  gazetteer.  There  are  numer- 
ous duplications  in  the  use  of  names  through  the  state  and  only  a 
comprehensive  gazetteer  will  enable  proper  determination  of  a  locality 
in  many  instances. 

The  California  State  Geographic  Board  needs  a  trained  librarian  to 
prepare  a  state-wide  gazetteer  and  map  bibliography  and  to  codify 
information  relating  to  place  name  origins,  and  to  put  this  informa- 
tion in  form  for  publication.  It  is  estimated  that  the  sum  of  $2,500 
per  year  over  a  five-year  period,  or  a  total  of  $12,500,  would  enable 
the  Board  to  bring  these  three  projects  in  form  for  publication. 
Thereafter  such  assistance  would  not  be  necessary  as  only  new  pro- 
posals in  nomenclature  would  require  attention  and  these  could  be 
handled  as  at  present  There  should  also  be  provided,  biennially,  a 
small  travel  fund  to  bring  the  Board  members  together  once  each  year 
for  discussion.    The  Board  members  serve  without  compensation.
